Boston, Dec. 11.—[By the Assoctated 
Press.j} ‘Today’s election closed one of the 
most exciting municipal'campaigns ever car- 
ried on in this city. Bitter personalities 
have characterized all sides, and especially 
has this been the casein the discussion of 
the public school question, the principal 
issue of the campaign. This issue was 
brought before the people last summer by 
the School Board in the removal from the 
publie schools of a certain textbook which 
contained statements distasteful to the 
Catholic clergy. Believing that in this 
action they saw an entering wedge by which 
Catholic supremacy in the control of the 
public schools was to be ultimately obtained 
the friends of the public schools have he! 
frequent meetings to protest against such 
interference, and public feeling has been 
wrought up to the highest pitch, A mass 
meeting was held, and, as an outcome, a 
committee of one hundred, irrespective "of 
party, was appointed to prepare a list of 

school committee members for election that 
should contain only the names of gene ns 
who were known tobe “friends of the pub- 
lic school system.”’ 

The unusual interest aroused in the ques- 

tion was most notable among the women 
voters, and this is shown by the fact that 
while orly 837 women were registered for 
the municipal election last year and only 
775 voted, the total registration this year 


reached 20,206. The School board consistaJ 


of 2% members, of whom 11 weré elected to- 
day. Of the 13 members: who hoid over, 
eight are of the Catholic faith, and it being 
held by the Republican convention that this 
is a sufficient representation of that sect 
upon the board, the ticket presented by the 

tepublicans today contained the names of 
no Catholics whatever. The Republican 
ticket was indorsed by the Citizen’s Com- 
mittee of One Hundred. The Democrats, 
on the contrary, renominated the three re- 
| tiring Catholic members,

WRECKED BUILDINGS. 
Theory as to the Mill Explosion at 


Chicago. 

Cu1ca@o, Dec, 11.—{By the Associated 
Press.| A battalion of twenty firemen and 
over one hundred volunteers are at work 
clearing away the ruins of the explosion. 
Ernest Casper, one of the three known to 
be dead, was working in the cupola at the 
time. The cupola was lifted almost entire 
and thrown a distance of sixty feet upon 
the south side of the stret. The mutilated 
form of Casper is somewhere under the 


wreck. John Christensen, a kiln man, was 
the second known victim. His body has 
‘not been found. Charlies Miller, the en- 
gineer, was also busied under the ‘débris. 
The vroprietor and manager of the mill 
were on the ground early this morning, but 
have been enable to learn positively the 
cause of the explosion. Each thinks that 
oatmeal dust may have caused it, but the 
terrific force is unprecedented, if this theory 
be accepted. No otuer reasonable expla- 
nation is offered, however. Pilate glass was 
shattered and buildings shaken a mile away. 


Dredgers *unk—Cannon Used—

ANNAPOLIS (Md.), Dee, 11.—[By the Ase 
sociated Press.)

The Temople-street Mispute Settled 
Satisfactoriily. 

A meeting of the comiittee of the Coun- 
cil appointed to investigate the matter of 
the Montana tract was held at the Mayor’s 
office yesterday morning. The land in 
question is a part of the reservoir site out 
on Temple street, overa portion of which 
the city has a perpetual right to overflow. 
The owners of the tract, Messrs, Pickett and 
Kelly, some time ago made an application 
to the City Council fora quit-claim deed to 
the land, in consideration of which they 
would donate a tract of seven acres to the 
city tor park purposes. The matter was 
discussed at some length at the time, 
and the Mayorand severai Councilmen went 
out and inspected the ground, a full report 
of which was published in Tur TiMeés. 
The Council passed an ordinance giving the 
deed as requested, which was vetoed by the 
Mayor, who asked the appointment of a 
committee to investigate the subject, and 
Messrs. Cohn, Bosbyshell and Lovell were 
appointed as such committee. At the meet- 
ing owners of the tract were 
represented by Judge George H. Smith, as 
their attorney, who explained the situation 
from his clients’ standpoint. His Honor 
stated the grounds of his objections, which 
were sustained by the comrnittee. After 
some discussion, a compromise was pro- 
— by which the city is to have an abso- 
ute deed to certain portion of the land, in 
consideration of its relinquishing all rights 
as to overflow, and it is probable that such 
al arrangement can be made.

‘UNA CASA VIEJA. 


DEMOLITION OF AN OLD-TIME 
HISTORLO BULLDING, 


Where the Spanish Alcaldes of the 
Ancient Regime Used to Dispense 

_ dJdustice—‘La Calle de. los Ne- 
gros,” Otherwise ‘Coon Alley. 


The extensive adobe block fronting on 
the Plaza, now being demolished by the 
owner, Mrs. Doria Jones, is probably one 
of the oldest buildings in this puedlo, The 
first, Spanish settlers built their houses on 
the prominence overlooking the river, 
around and east ofthe Plaza. Indeed, it is 
easy to imagine that before gamblers and 
Chinamen took possession of the locality 
which is now known as “Negro Alley,” or 
“la Calle de los Negros,” as the Spanish 
people call it, must have been one of the 
most desirable sites for dwellings in the 
new town. 

The old patriarch, Don Antonio Maria 
Lugo, who owned the San Antonio and La- 
guna ranchos in this county, and whose 
boys owned nearly all of the San_ Ber- 
bardino Valley, for many years made his 
home in one of the large adobe houses on 
the east side of Negro Alley. The Sanches, 
Picos and other grandees gathered about 
the Piaza. Later on, Don Agustin Olvera 
resided north of the Plaza and ty pom 
the Jones block, now undergoing demoli- 
tion. This latter (Jomes block) was used 
as a United States courthouse for a namber 
of years prior to 1861. It then belonged to 
ex-Goyv. Downey. Afterward he and his 
family occupied \it asa residence. Subse- 
quently he sold it to tae wealthy wholesale 
xrocer, John Jones, weil remembered by old 
citizens, who lived in it till his death, and 
his family continued to reside there for sev- 
eral years afterward. Portions of it were 
cut away not very long ago to widen the ex- 


tension of Main street. The entire build-f 


ing, or Series of buildings constituting the 
block, now give way to make roomfora 
magnificent five-story hotel and opera- 
house, 

Hon. IL. 8S. K. Ogier was the presiding 
judge, and Paciticus Ord was the United 
States District Attorney during the time 
this old building was used as a United States 
courthouse. Here in this venerable pile of 
adobes, in the good old Democratic times, 
when the Democracy ruled the roost in this 
bailiwick, that grand old party (as it 
then claimed to be) used to hold its conven- 
tions and indulge in its fierce factional 
fights. For, its ‘Rose Water’ and “Plu 
Ugiy” wings used to fight each other with 
greater ferocity, in those early times, when 
the Republicans here were but a few feeble 
folk, than they did the Republicans them- 
selves. ‘There are yet numerous old-timers 
who rem ember vividly the convention held 
in 1859 in this same old courthouse, when 
the two factions, one led by J. Lancaster 
Brent, a very astute lawyer and politician, 
and the other by ex-Gov. Downey, elected 
two sets of delegates to the State Conven- 
tion. that afterward nominated Milton 8. 
Latham and John G, Downey for Governor 
and Lieutenant Governor respectively. Al- 
though the Brent faction claimed, and 
many outsiders believed, that the Downey 
faction was in the minority, the latter man- 
aged to hold the fort, whilst the former ad- 
journed to another place; but Downey “got 
there” all the same in the end, for he was 
elected Lieutenant-Governor, and as 
Latham was at the outset of his Guberna- 
torial term made a United States Senator, 
Downey became Governor, and his con- 
temporaries used to say that really he made 
one of the best- Governors that California 
had ever had. i | 

It was at this same convention before “its 
disruption that the rather neat piece of 
sharp practice was evolved of the Chair vot- 
ing twice, i.e. as a member, and then as 
chairman givinga casting vote. William 
G. Ross, aiterward shot in San Francisco 
by Charley Duane ina quarrel about land, 
was jchairman of the convention before the 
split, and of the Downey wing after. Mr. 
EK. C. Parrish, now a resident of this city, 
was president of the Brent faction. Col. J. 
J. Warner, who was then editing a semi- 
weekly Democratic paper of pro- 
clivities, strongly backed up 
Brent’s lieutenants were Col. E. J. 
Kewen, John W. Shove and others. In- 
deed the entire local Democratic party was 
all torn up in that notable convention held 
on the 8th of June, 1859, in this old United 
States courthouse on the Plaza. 

But old adobes and Bourbon Democracy 
are getting out of fashion, and modern pro- 
gress and Republicanism are gradually but 
surely taking their place. 

The building is almost 100 years old, and, 
before it was occupied by. ex-Gov. Downey, 
it was the home of the Alcalde, or Spanish 
Judge, of the pueblo, and one portion was 
used for a courtroom and jail. 

In those days the whipping-post was in 
use, and, up to a couple of years ago, the 
old post that was used a thousand times 
stood in front of the building, and was used 
by Mrs. Jones as a hitching-post. 

At one date in the history of this ancient 
adobe it was occupied by Banco nh and 
thousands of dollars changed hands daily.

There 
are 3500 of $1000 each, bearing interest at 6 
od cent. The road will be 175 miles in 

ength, and is bonded at the rate of $20,040 
per mile. The money is immediately avail-

-The contractor of the line is F. Homer, a 
well-known eastern railroad builder. He 
is now in the city completing preliminary 
arrangements. 

“*An engineering force of about 25 men, 
in charge of E. E. Tucker, will commence 
work three miles southeast of Stockton on

proposed line. “We are commencing work 
atthis point in order to be able to take 
whatever route we please to our property 
along the water front of the San Joaquin 
River.

prominence to the following statement, 
made in justice to Gen. Vandever, the 
author of the.new bill introduced in 
We have no will to do any man an in- 
justice, and therefore desire to set Congress- 
inan Vandever right. We rather intimated 
that we doubted his wisdom in proposing 
the bill for the separation of the State. In- 
formation placed in our possession yester- 
day by Judge W. H. H. Russell indicates 
that Mr. Vandever knew what he was 
doing. The early settlefs of the southern 
counties were wise in their generation, and 
builded better than they knew. At the first 
constitational convention, in 1849 at Monte- 
rey, they demanded recognition, and were 
satistied with the promise that the taxation 
should “be equal and uniform throughout 
the State.’ ‘This official recognition was 
supplemented by an enactment of the Legis- 
lature in 1859—just ten years later—which 
gave the southern counties the right, under 
the usual conditions, to form a new State. 
This act was entitled “An act granting the 
consent of the Legislature to the formation 
of a different government tor the southern 
counties of this State.” 

This act was approved April 18, 1359, was 
submitted to the people as provided, and 
accepted by them by an almost unanimous 
vote. This act has never been repealed. In 
accordance with its provisions every legal 
necessary step for separation was taken 
then, and the consent of Congress alone is 
now heeded, 

In view of these facts Mr. Vandever’s bill 
isan entirely apprepriate and reasonable 
one, in which the other five congressmen 
have no earthly interest. ‘The consent of 
their constituents has been already ob- 
tained; Congress alone has to decide. Still 
we oppose the measure. 


We are not sure of the soundness of 
the above-stated ground. The position 
is theoretically correct, no doubt, but 
when it comes—or if it ever comes—to 
a practical test, we apprehend that the 
whvule work will have.to be done over 
again, ignoring the previous legislation 
on the subject, had thirty years ago, 
since which time material changes in 
conditions and circumstances have 
made a “new deal’’ necessary before 
separation can’ be accomplished. At 
least there is every probability that 
this will be the view.taken on the mat- 
ter by the Legislature. by the people of 
the northern part of the State, and by 
Congress itself. So that, as a practical 
measure, suited to the present case, 
the act of 1859 will probably be found 
nal. 


The Subject of Sewage Again, 


Any light on the question of the 
proper disposition and management of 
the city’s sewage is now in order. The 
following letter to Dr. H. 8S. Orme, 
President of the State Board of Health, 
from a member of the State Board of 
Health of Rhode Island, contains some 
points worthy the attention of our city. 
authorities, who are just nowstruggling 
with the sewage problem, and have in 
mind the adoption of the West system: 


H. S. Orme, M.D., President State Board 
of Health of California—DEAR DocTorR: 
‘ In regard to sewage disposal by ir- 
rigation, we have had butittle personal ex- 
perience. Two years ago, eight or nine 
acres of land were prepared for intermit- 
tent irrigation and filtration, by tile and 
pipe drainage, below the frost line, with 
suitable surface canals, ditches, gates, ete., 
for the sewage of the State Insane Asyium, 
houses of correction ) and almshouses—a 
population of about 1200 souls, i.e. if 
they all had souls—say 1200 persons. 
The sewerage fields were prepared 
under the direction of Engineer Gray of 
the board, who has visited ere S all the 
more important sewerage establisments of 
Europe. I have watched these fields as I 
had opportunity. The productions, when 
cultivated, bave been fairly good. The 
effluent at first was colorless and free from 
fecal odor. Four weeks ago I noticed some 
color and some odor. I think, however, it 
might be attributed to neglect after the 
crops were harvested and the whole flow 
spread over an acre or so of the low part of 
the field, as I found it.- |

WAsHINGTON, Dec. 11.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| The first caucus of the session 
was held by the Democrats of the House 
this evening. Mr. Springer stated that the 
main object of the caucus was to permit the 
Democrats to take some action looking to 
the admission of the Territories. 

Mr. Cox favored the admission of all Ter- 
ritories except Utah and New Mexico. He 
said the Democratic party might as well 
gain the good will of the Territories as their 
ill will, The people of Dakota preferred a
